FEDERAL  MEAT-INSPECTION  EXHIBIT 

A  small  exhibit  portraying  a^ctivities  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Division  has  been 
prepared  by  the  Bureau.  This  exhibit,  in  cooperation  with  the  Extension  Service, 
was  first  shown  at  the  1940  International  Livestock  Exposition  in  Chicago  ancl 
is  now  available  to  responsible  persons  for  display  at  occasions  where  the  subject 
would  be  a])propriate. 

In  addition  to  presenting  important  phases  of  meat  inspection,  the  exhibit  con- 
tains data  on  the  magnitude  of  the  service.  The  central  picture  is  a  revolving 
globe  around  which  extends  transparent  ribbons  containing  miniature  cattle, 
sheep,  and  swine.  The  globe  and  ribbons  aid  in  visualizing  the  statement  "Cattle, 
sheep,  and  swine  slaughtered  each  year  under  Federal  inspection  would,  if  placed 
in  single  file,  encircle  the  earth  2^4  times." 

The  exhibit  weighs  344  pounds,  when  packed  for  shipment,  and  may  be  dis- 
played on  a  3-  by  6-foot  table.     It  requires  a,n  electrical  outlet  for  operation. 

Persons,  other  than  Bureau  employees,  interested  in  obtaining  the  exhibit  for 
display  should  state  their  willingness  to  pay  all  transportation  charges.  Requests 
may  be  addressed  to  cither  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  or  the  Exhibit  Section 
of  the  Extension  Service,  L^.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 
Bureau  officials  who  desire  the  exhibit,  for  scientific  or  similar  meetings,  may 
make  application,  at  least  30  days  in  advance,  stating  the  nature  of  the  occasion.
